The Empire Heywood fin- 
ally left port yesterday morning, 
but returned less than an hour 
later after two small bombs ex- 
ploded in her hold.

Calcutta, Aug. 19 UP> — Moslems 


and Hindus killed each other at a 
slacked pace today in the stinking 
streets of Calcutta, which in four 
days have been strewn with 2,000 
o 3,000 corpses. 
The situation was the quietest 


;ince Friday when the rival fac« 
ions started the most ghastly riots 
n Calcutta's turbulent history, 
quarreling over differences regard- 
ng the British proffer of inde- 
pendence.

THE ATHEISTS MICROPHONE 


Some time ago I wrote a piece on "The FCC 


and God" and that gave the atheists a field day 
for criticism, vituperation and misrepresentation. 


In the first place, the atheists all assumed that 


I objected to their exercise of freedom to articulate 
their lack of faith. Far be it from me to suppress 
anyone, particularly an atheist. If left alone, he 
generally suppresses himself by self-ridicule. 


My objection was to the FCC forcing radio net- 


works and radio stations to give atheists time on 
the air. The FCC has never issued an order re- 
quiring radio stations and networks to give Jews 
or Christians, Mohammedans or Buddhists. Taoists 
or Parsee* time on the air even by implication. 
Why it an atheist an especially favored person? 
Is his nihilistic doctrine so superior in the eyes of 
the FCC that the right to determine who shall and 
who shall not use time on the air is withdrawn 
from the management of radio stations and net- 
works? If a special order was issued in favor 
of atheists, why not in favor of Father Divine? 


Another point that bothers the atheists is the 


doctrine of separation of Church and State in the 
United States. 
Such a doctrine is a sacred part 


of the American tradition. It does not, however, 
involve a separation of the State from God. In 
fact, upon the coinage of the country the words, 
"In God We Trust," have appeared traditionally. 
Oaths of office are in the name of God. The meet- 
ings of Congress, state legislatures, political con- 
ventions and public meetings are opened with 
prayer to God. usually by a clergyman of a recog- 
nized religious sect. The Army and Navy pro- 
vide Jewish, Catholic and Protestant chaplains for 
the armed forces. 


The separation of Church and State means 


that no particular religion is recognized as a state 
religion. It means that clergy are not paid out 
of taxes as they are in some countries. 
But it 


does not mean that the United Stairs separates 
itself from religion. In fact, out of a population 
of 140,000,000 about 60,000,000 are voluntarily mem- 
bers of churches. 


The strictures of the atheists would not bo 


worthy of this much consideration were it not that 
the FCC, an official body speaking for the govern- 
ment of the United States, as by law empowered, 
in matters relating to radio, makes this point: 


"The fact that a licensee's duty to make time- 


available for the presentation of opposing views on 
current controversial issues of public importance 
may not extend to all possible differences of opinion 
within the ambit of human contemplation cannot 
serve as the basis for any rigid policy that time 
shall be denied for the presentation of views which ] 
may have a high degree of unpopularity. The j 
criterion of the public interest in the field of broad- i 
casting clearly precludes a policy of making radio 
wholly unavailable as a medium for the expression , 
of any view which falls within the scope of the 
constitutional guarantee of freedom of speech." 


While the atheist's petition to deprive certain 


stations of their licenses was rejected by FCC, 
the above decision is sufficient to indicate that the 
stations and rtetworks had better put on an atheist 
to make sure that they are not further involved 
in controversy with the Commission. 


And look at this by the Commission: 
". . . (Broadcasters) may not even be able to 


grant time to all religious groups who might desire 
the use of his facilities, much less to all who might 
want to oppose religion. Admittedly, a very real 
opportunity exists for him to be arbitrary and un- 
reasonable, to indulge his own preferences, preju- 
dices, or whims; to pursue his own private interest 
or to favor those who espouse his views, and dis- 
criminate against those of opposing views. The in- 
dulgence of that opportunity could not conceivably 
be characterized as an exercise of the broadcaster's 
right, of freedom of speech. . . . " 


But to whose preferences, prejudices and whims 


is the broadcaster to accede? The FCC's? An asso- 
ciation of atheists? We all have preferences, preju- 
dices and whims—whose shall prevail' The broad- 
casters pursue the taste of their listeners who can 
dial something else or turn off the radio altogether. 
The public It a better judge than the FCC.
